Acting under authority of Senate Resolution 205 of the 89th 
Congress, agreed to by the Senate on February 17, 1966, the Sub- 
committee on Intergovernmental Relations in the past year engaged 
in legislative, research, and informational activities. The resolution 
authorizes us to examine, investigate, and make a complete study ot 
intergovernmental relationships between the United States and the 
States and municipalities, including an evaluation of studies, reports, 
and recommend itions made thereon and submitted to the Congress 
by the Advisory Commission on Intergovernmental Relations. 

Legislative activities, 89th Congress, second session 

Following joint hearings in 1965 with the House Subcommittee on 
Intergovernmertal Relations on the “Five-Year Record of the Ad- 
visory Commiss ion on Intergovernmental Relations and Us 9 uture 
Role,” the subcommittee reported its findings on February 16, 1966 
(S. Doc. 80, 89 th Cong., second sess). The subcommittee s report 
included recommendations which were incorporated m b 292/, 
introduced on February 16, 1966. The subcommittee reported this 
bill to the parent committee, which adopted a similar measure (ll.R. 
15335) passed by the House of Representatives on October 3, 1966. 
The Senate adopted this measure on October 19, 1966 (Public Law 

89-733) •» 

The Uniform Relocation Act of 1966, passed unanimously by the 
Senate on July 22, 1966, provided for uniform, Uir.andeqmtabte 
treatment of persons, businesses, or farms displaced by Federal and 
federally assist* d programs. Hearings were held on this measure by 
the subcommittee in July 1965, and its report was issued on July 20, 

< 1966. No action was taken in the House, c 

/The subcommittee held hearings on July 12 and 13, 1966, on S. 
3000, a bill which would permit States to subject residents of certain 
Federal enclav :s to liability for payment of property taxes. The 
subcommittee’s draft report on this measure was forwarded to tne 
parent committee on September 19, 1966; no further action was 

^3721 , introduced on August 12, 1966, would provide for an amend- 
-Sment to the United States Code to provide the same rights, privileges, 

/ and services to persons within Federal areas as to those not living 
\ within such an ias, as a prerequisite to the right of any State to levy 
\. taxes on such p ersons. No action was taken on this measure pending 

(S. 3408 , 89th Cong.) re- 
/ulted primarily from the subcommittee staff’s research efforts and 
'was the first attempt at the Federal level to resolve three basic 
problems in the intergovernmental personnel field: the merit prin- 
ciple, person tie management, and inservice training. Hearings wore 
\ held on Angus .16, 17, and 18, 1966, and the subcommittee has con- 
\tinued to assess . proposed amendments generated by these proceedings. 

S 3509, to establish a National Intergovernmental Affairs LouncU, 
also resulted fr >m the subcommittee’s research efforts, and constituted 
an attempt to ’esolve one of the critical management problems affect- 
ing intergovernmental relations. It would provide for a permanent 
umt in the Executive Office of the President for developing and im- 
plementing tbs coordination of Federal programs and policies, lor 
resolving interdepartmental conflicts, and for encouraging State and 
local leaders ip cooperate in joint-action programs. The subcom- 
mittee conduced hearings on this measure on November 16, 17, is, 
and 21, 1966 during which representatives from seven executive 
agencies testified. Further hearings on this measure nave been 
scheduled for the first session of the 90th Congress. . 

Senate Joint Resolution 187, a measure designed to authorize a 
study of an information system to aid States and localities to more 
effectively participate in federally assisted programs, was also con- 
sidered by the subcommittee and was included m the November
